j Cummins, local historian, wrote of 
! the county as follows: “. . . lying 
' as it is, ob scured from the

ed, few people know its resources, 
developed and undeveloped.” To­ 
day, twenty-one years later, Dal­ 
las county, as a result of the con­ 
struction of modern State and na­ 
tional highways, has at least sur­ 
mounted the handicap of

one of Missouri’s few counties un- 
served b y a railroad. 
Intersected 
b y an ex cellent system 
of 
hard 
surfaced roads, the county is a def­ 
inite part of the Springfield eco­ 
nomic region and one of the well 
known counties of the Ozarks. 
The first settlem ent of 
Dallas 
county was in the vicinity of Buf­ 
falo Head Prairie, so nam ed from 
the familiarly known head 
of 
a 
b uffalo erected on a tall pole b y 
Mark Reynolds, early pioneer. To 
this region, west of the county’s 
rugged 
Niangua 
river 
section, 
came homeseekers with their ox 
teams and linch pin wagons in the 
thirties.

field land office in 
1839 . 
these 
settlers b anded themselves into an
